ADDRESSES THE CANADA 
CLUS 


Freely Discusses the Question of Im- 
perial Preferential Trade and Im- 
perial Defence. 


(Bulletin Special Dispatch). 

Ottawa, Dec. 7.—Hon, Clifford’ Sif- 
ton delivered an important speech 
this evening before the Canada club. 

He dealt with the fiscal discussion 
pow going on in England and spoke 
freely upon the question of imperial 
preferential trade, imperial defence 
and the best method for Canada to 
pursue in regard to all these impor- 
tant matters. 

No portion of his speech was so 
heartily endorsed as when he de- 
clared that any preference which was 
not mutually advantageous to Brit- 
ain and: Canada would not have his 
support. He regretted to see Canada 
being represented in Britain as a 
squalling infant, crying out for some- 
thing which it could not get, and 
threatening to leave the Empire if 
we did not get it. 

Amid cheers from the audience Mr. 
Sifton declared that he objected to 
any one saying that Canada had to 
be bribed to remain ioyal to the Em- 
pire. 

He admitted that the preference on 
grain was an advantage to Canada, 
but could not say to what extent, un- 
til we know what they demand in re- 
turn. 

Mr. Sifton cpposed 
Canada contributing 
fence. He advocated the system 
that every school boy should be 
trained in drill and shooting. and 
when twenty-one to be given a rifle 
by the state to be produced at inspec- 
tion each year. 

He upheld Aylesworth and Jette in 
refusing to sign the Alaska award, 
and stated that in future commissions 
the Canadian case should be all Can- 
adian.
